A shortage in the supply of milk lins 
be- ii »} parent for some time in rex as, 
and the Food Adminstration has oil­ 
s' i red the qu stion of decreased milk 
with great concern. 
Pertain 
factors, 
however, 
entered

shortage which could 
not 
be 
met: 
First, a world shortage in feedstuffs 
and a consequent premium for feed; 
second, a shortage of labor due to 
labor conditions and heavy drafts upon 
the dairy industry by war industries 
and the military. 
The government alone took over K.> 
per cent of the evaporated and con 
(lensed milk for the military. 
This gi­ 
gantic order threw a heavier burden 
Upon 
t bt* 
distributors of milk and 
shortages have developed iii many dis­ 
tricts, due to the reduction in the use 
of canned milk, when the actual sup 
ply of local milk has not been altered. 
Administrator Iredell, believing that 
sc a r c ity of feed and a depletion of the 
ranks ol dairy labor by war industries 
and the military were the chief ele­ 
ments responsible for the shortage in 
the su p p b . felt it best to leave the 
m a tte r with the consumers and the 
dairies to adjust; but complaints have 
become so general and the fact estab­ 
lished that children and babies need­ 
ing milk are undergoing hardship be 
cause of a lack of it. he determined 
upon a statewide inquiry. 
Reports from the sixteen District 
Administrators, with headquarters in 
the principal cities of Texas, indicate 
that the situation is less acute in East 
Texas than in South, West and North 
Texas. 
The general report is that the 
shortage and high price of feedstuffs 
is a dominant factor; next 
that of 
labor; third, complex, instead of con­ 
centrated systems of delivery; fourth, 
the normal decrease in the milk {sup­ 
ply during the winter months due to 
dairy cows becoming dry; fifth, dis­ 
couragement of many 
dairvmen 
be­ 
cause of increasing regulation of their 
industry by health departm ents and a 
hesitancy to adapt themselves to the 
changing order. 
Holding the view that the problems 
of the dairymen are in common over 
the State, and with the purpose of 
making local experiments in order to 
decide just what the situation is at 
large over Texas.Administrator Beden, 
joint In with Mayor A. E. Amerman of 
Houston, callid a conference of dairy­ 
men of Harris County iii Houston on 
October 22. 
The 
principal 
suggestion 
growing 
out of th(j conference was that the 
dairy industry should organize locally 
to study and best develop the indus­ 
try, instead of following an antiquated 
program of distribution; 
that 
when 
the issue of feed Is involved if might 
be thoroughly taken up with the dis­ 
tributors of feedstuffs, arrangements 
be made for standard grades and de­ 
pendable deliveries, and a lot of lost 
motion be permanently eliminated. 
The Houston conference 
indicated 
very clearly that the larger cities of 
Texas must sooner or later come to 
the distribution of milk through the 
large 
distributors and tho complex 
and duplicate deliveries, not excepting 
their uncertainty, must give way to a 
method 
under municipal 
regulation. 
Indications, too, pointed to the fact 
that inspection of milk, pasteurization 
of milk, the safeguarding of the con­ 
sum er must be taken into account us 
a 
procedure 
which 
sanitation 
and 
health demand be 
increased rather 
than diminished, and that the dairy­ 
men m ust move forward wjth prog­ 
ress. 
Organization of the dairymen, adap­ 
tion to the sanitary code, co-operating 
with each other in the marketing of 
their product, and joint arrangement 
for their feedstuffs, joining hands in 
developing their 
dairies and plants, 
and moving forw ard with* the firm s is 
the only answer to the question; How 
shall the milk supply be increased, 
and how shall the dairymen get a de­ 
cent livelihood out of it?

Now he has one of the finest 
farms in California, has won many 
prizes for his New Zealand Reds, and 
has made a competency out of the 
business. 
There is no doubt that, this country 
faces the necessity of producing more 
meat. 
Not only have the war drains 
been severe, bat the exceptional win­ 
ter has made 
great inroads in our 
herds of cattle. 
VW face the necessity 
of doing something, and rabbits fur­ 
nish a large quantity of meat aryl a 
kind of meat that most people like bet­ 
te r than chicken. 
There is much more 
meat on a rabbit than on a chicken, 
and the rabbit, properly attended to. 
eats only clean food. 
Who knows but 
w hat the rabbit may save the country 
as the geese saved Rome. 
It is the 
pa rt of wisdom as well as of patriotism 
to encourage the raising of rabbits. 
Rabbits are one OI the most profit­ 
able sources from which such increase 
may come. It is also the source which, 
above all 
others, can In* expanded 
most rapidly. 
The rabbit yields meat 
I lint contains more than so per cent 
digestible nutriment, and that is high­ 
er in food value than any other meat. 
Rabbits are easy to raise, because 
the mother doe n u rses the young and 
takes care of them until you wean the 
litter. The littoi may be weaned v< hen 
from four to six wee.a chi. and all that 
is necessary is to take them away and 
place them in a separate hutch, and 
feed them on oats, bran and any kind 
Of hay. 
Rabbits will eat almost any kind 
of 
.raps from the kitchen table, in­ 
cluding parings from \ ego s h i e s , stale 
bread and other waste; ti -irefore from 
six to thirty rabbits 
may be raised 
from tin* refuse of the kitchen which 
now goes into the garbage can, 
To I hose who do not care to eg 
rabbits there is a market at a fair 
price for every pound, and by speed 
ing up during the year lhlfc thousands 
of pounds of beef, mutton and pork 
could be saved during the year. 
With un outlay of $15 one can start 
a very respectable rabbit farm which 
will, in the end. beat the meat trust 
at its own game, supplying the owner 
with a delicious table delicacy and iii 
addition give the opportunity of wear­ 
ing good furs iii winter, for the rabbit 
as a fur-producing animal is now rec­ 
ognized and many of the furs now 
seen on the stret ts are produced from 
the humble rabbit. 
A good buck 
and three 
or four 
healthy brood does should be procured, 
and if properly fed and managed they 
should be made to produce three or 
four litters per year, which would re- 
sult iii at least 3H youngsters at tile 
end of the year.

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An ordinance defining and declar­ 
ing the exhibition of any billiard ta­ 
ble, pool table, pin alley or any ball 
alley for hire. revenue, fees or gain 
of any kind, within 200 yards of a 
place where a student resides 01 with 
in 2tM» yards 
of any 
public 
place 
where students resort for the pur­ 
pose of religious worship, business or 
amusement within ti e city limits of 
the city of Decatur, Texas, to be a 
public nuisance, prohibiting the same 
and making it a misdemeanor, pre­ 
scribing a penalty and making each 
day of violation a seperate offense. 
Be it ordained bv the city council 
of th«‘ city of Decatur-. Texas: 
SECTION I. 
On account of the 
high moral standard maintained, and 
the large student population of th** 
city of Decatur, Texas, the prohibi­ 
tion of any billiard table, pool table, 
pin alley or ball alley, for hire, re­ 
venue, fees or gain 01 anv kind, with­ 
in 200 yards of any public place 
where a student resides, or within 
200 yards of any public place where 
students resort for the purpose of 
religious worship, business or amuse­ 
ment, within the city limits of Deca­ 
tur, Texas, is detrimental to the pub­ 
lic good, against public morals and 
against public policy, and is hereby , 
declared 
to be a 
public 
nuisance, 
made unlawfully and prohibited. 
SECTION 2. Any person w’ho shall 
exhibit a pool table, billiard table, 
pin alley, ball alley for hire, revenue, 
fees or gain of any kind within 200 
yards of any public place where a 
student resides within the city limits 
of the city of Decatur, Texas, shall 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor 
and upon conviction thereof shall be 
punished by fine of not less than ten 
dollars nor more than one hundred 
dollars.

shall exhibit a pool table, billiard 
table, pin alley or ball alley of any 
kind, within two hunderd yards of 
any place where students resort for

requiring the immediate protection of 
the morals of the many students at- I 
tending school here.
